D1 is regarded as being the closest prior art to the subject-matter of claim 1 . and shows a 
composition obtainable by a) reacting a diisocyanate with a short-chain diol or polyol b) 
reacting the resulting product with an organic amine containing two or more hydroxyl 
groups. Oblocking the free isocyanate groups with a blocking agent and d) dispersing the 
obtained product in water (claim 1). The obtained dispersion is used for the treatment of 
fibres (claim 1 8) in combination with a polymer which comprises perfluoroalkyi groups 
(claim 20). 

The subject-matter of claim 1 differs from D1 in that in the first step, an alcohol having 10 
to 24 carbon atoms is used and that steps b) and c) are reversed. 

The subject-matter of claim 1 is therefore new (Article 33(2) PCT). 

According to the applicant, the inventive compositions have improved storage stability. The 
problem to be solved by the present invention may be regarded as providing aqueous 
dispersions based on blocked polyisocyanates for the use as extenders in fibre-treatment 
compositions, which are storage stable. 

D1 does neither mention the possibility of using monoalcohols in the first step, nor does it 
suggest to amend the order of the process steps. D2 discloses a water-dispersible 
polyurethane comprising a reaction product of a polyol. a monoalcohol with 6 to 22 carbon 
atoms, a diisocyanate and an oxime (claim 1 ). However, D2 is not directed to the use of 
said polyurethane for treating fibres in combination with a polymer which compnses 
perfluoroalkyi groups. Storage stability is also not mentioned in D2. Hence, the skilled 
person would not consult D2 in order to find a solution to the above problem. 
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Therefore, claim 1 involves an inventive step (Article 33(3) PCT). 

Claims 2-9 are dependent on. claim 1 and as such also meet the requirements of the PCT 
with respect to novelty and inventive step. 
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
